Dear Sir:— 

One of your readers has sent me 
a clipping containing the letter by 
Mr. G. Morris of Toronto in refer- 
ence to the recent meeting held at 
Eldorado at which a discussion took 
place in referd/ice to the United 
Dairymen Co-operative, Limited, the 
company which is. being organized 
to effect an amalgamation of ‘the 
cheese factories of the country. The 
letter in question is so full of inac- 
curacies and mis-statements it hard- 
ly deserves notice, but in case it may 
cause misunderstanding among some 
of your readers I would like to give 
you the following facts. 

Mr. Morris seems to think that 
the proposed amalgamation of cheese 
factories will be in the nature of a 
trust and says that the government 
has been trying to prevent the forma 
tion of trusts. If this is the case 
it is very remarkable that both the 
Dominion mi Provincial Govern- 
ments oing everything they can 
to assist us in forming this company 
because they believe it will be in the 
best interests both of the producers 
and of the consumers by reducing 
the cost of production and improving 
the quality of the products. A trust 
can be formed only where those in 
control of it have power to compel 
their opponents to become identified 
with it or put them out of business. 
Generally, trusts are controlled by 
only a few men, who take the profits 
all to themselves. The United Dairy- 
‘men Company, Limited, will not 
have power to compel any factory to 
become identified with it and it will 
be controlled by thousands of dairy 
farmers, who are now interested in 
those local factories, which may de- 
cide.to. join the amalgamation. 

Mr. Morris states that the meet- 
ing at Eldorado was a failure and 
ended with no result. Those who. at- 
tended the meeting know that es 
was not the case, as thé meeting 
yoted unanimously in favor of the 
proposed company, 

At the Eldorado meeting I made 
the statement that the officers of thie 
United Farmers’ Co-operative Com- 
pany, Limited, had worked for very 
low salaries and that Mr. J. J. Mor- 
rison was working the last time tT 
had heard for a salary of $1800. Mr. 
Morris disputed’ this statement and 
said that Mr. Morrison was getting 
a salary of over $10,000. I. immed- 
iately suggested the appointment of 
a third party to go into the matter 
with us and said I was prepared to 
bring proof that Mr. Morrison was 
not receiving ‘any such salary. Mr. 
Morris was to have given me his 
name before he left ‘the meeting but 
left. without doing 80. \However, I 
investigated the matter ‘myself and 
found that Mr. Morrison was now re- 
ceiving a salary of $2500., halt of 
which is paid by the United Farmers’ 
Co-operative Company and half by 
the United Farmers of Ontario. This 
is a very different sum, you will no- 
tice, from the one stated by Mr. Mor 
ris, It is a smaller salary than sev- 
eral of the business managers of the 
company are receiving, and indicates 
pretty ‘clearly that the - officers of 
the company, just as. said, have not 
been taking advantage of their posi- 
tion to draw large salaries for them- 
selves. For’a year Mr. Morrison work 
ed without any salary and for sev- 
eral years for $75., a month at El- 
dorado.

In preparing wheat for treatment 
care should be taken to separate the 
broken smut balls from the wheat, 
either by cleaning the grain or by 
placing the seed in water and re- 
moving the smut balls as they float 
on the surface.

There is little 
doubt that the total lose each year 
exceeds twenty millions of dollars 
The greater part of this loss can be 
easily prevented. 

The emute of grain that cause 
serious losses in Canada are the fol- 
lowing: the loose smut of wheat, 
the stinking smut of wheat or bunt, 
the loose and covered smuts of oats 
anil the loose and covered smuts of, 
barley. 

The loose smut of wheat can be 
easily recognized by the dusty black 
heads that appear about the time of 
blossoming. Dhe black masses of 
spores are soon scattered by the 
wind, The bunt or stinking smut is 
not so easily recognized in the field

and smut balls. Light kerne]e are li- 
able to contain the spores of other 
grain disease. 

Treat the seed with a solution 
of formalin by the dipping or sprink- 
ling method, This treatment will al- 
eo kill the spores of many other dis- 
eases that injure grain. 

Care shou]d be taken that the 
moist grain is not allowed to freeze. 
If the grain is sown when it is still 
damp and swollen the seeder or drill 
should be set to make allowances 
for the ewelling. Usually one half 
bushel more of barley or wheat and 
three quarters of a bushel of oats 
wijl be required than of dry grain.

' Settlers. 


| ‘The British Columbia Farmer esti 
lmates that 6,000 returned soldiers 
| will settle on the land in that pro- 
vince with the assistance of the Sol- 
| dier Settlement Board. While it is 
| not expected that all will make good, 
ithe writer predicts that at least 85 
per cent. will do so, He says: 
“There may be many among this 
85 per cent. whose success will only 
be comparative, but I am convinced 
that among them there will be a 
much higher average of real suc- 
cesses than there are among farmers 
as a class, or in any other calling. 
“l am chiefly convinced that this 
is so for a number of reasons, but 
chiefly from the actual knowledge I 
have of what the men we have al- 
ready placed are doing. Our super- 
visors ‘are keeping accurate tab on 
what the men have done, and the 
reports that are coming in are most 
encouraging. Our qualification boards 
are composed of practical men. They 
have real knowledge of the lands of 
the province, and are able to give en- 
quiring applicants information of 
value about conditions that prevail in 


the various districts, and the qualif- |. 


cations which are necessary. These 
men take no arbitrary stand or make 
no decided effort to change the plans 
of'any applicant, even if they believe 
him to be making a mistake, but. they 
do not fail to give the young men 
thé benefit of their advice, and in 
many cases prospective. errors are 
avoided.

Other expenses would include salt 
horse-shoeing and veterinary jer- 
vices. 

All persons required to make an 
income-tax return are those who af- 
tet dedu¢ting the expenses claimed 
and allowed, have an income i, ex- 
cess of $2,000. if married, or $1,000 
if single or widower or widow with- 
out dependents. 

A further deduction of $200 is al- 
lowed for each child under 18 years 
of age. 

Also all persons requested must 
make returns whether they deem 
themselves liable tc taxation or not,

The Profit Tax. 


The Business Profits War Tax ex- 
pired on January 1, 1920. During 
the fbur years the tax has been jn 
force, it has provided the major share 
of receipts from ‘war taxes. Includ- 
ing 1919——returns for which are not 
yet available—the estimated yield of 
the' tax since its inception is in the 
neighborhood of one hundred mil- 
lion dollars. For the four years, the 
revenue has been:

The tax was imposed on a sliding 
scale and designed to strike at big 
profits. From a rate of 25 per cent. 
on business profits between 7 and 15 
per cent., the tax reaches as high as 
75 per cent. on profits in excess of 
25 per cent. Although, in view of 
war conditions, objection to the tax 
has not hitherto been made, manu- 
facturers held that it hinders expan- 
sion of industries. In fact, in his last 
budget speech, Sir Thomas White 
took up this point. ‘Our business pro- 
fits taxation,’ he said, ‘‘unless repeal- 
ed as soon as war conditions termi- 
nate, must have an adverse influ- 
ence upon the investment of money 
in business enterprise in Canada.’ 

The Government’s policy in regard 
to continuance or discontinuance of 
the tax is not likely to be announced 
before the budget speech. Then, if 
considered advisable (as has been 
done before) the tax can be renewed. 
The suggestion is made that, instead 
of renewing the business profits tax, 
the Governmert might make pro- 
vision under the income tax for fur- 
ther taxation of corporations. In 
any event, there is evident need for 
revenue. Before the war, the great 
debt of the Dominion stood at $336,- 
000,000. It now stands at $1,800,- 
000,000. Immediately before the war, 
interest charges on thée“national debt 
were under thirteen million dollars. 
For the present year, they are esti- 
mated at $115,000,000.

GOVERNMENT REPORT ON FARM 
CONDITIONS 

The following is a summary of re- 
ports made by Agricultural Repre- 
sentatives to the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Some representatives report that 
farmers are expecting an early 
spring for field work. Lincoln states 
that the first plowing was done on 
the 1st of March. Elgin and Essex 
‘iso report plowing having been 
done during the week and some 
oats haye already been sow, in the 
latter county. 

Fall wheat and clover are prom- 
ising well, although dty winds have 
been injuring some fields that have 
been slightly heaved. 

While Norfolk reports some win- 
ter killing of peach trees, orchards 
generally are regarded as being in 
good condition, barring occasional 
girdling of young trees by mice, ow- 
ing to the deep snow prevailing du- 
ring the winter.

— Preparation and Distribution of

but numerous, while on peas and 
beans they are comparatively large 
and few in number. The bacteria in 
these nodules fix .the free nitrogen 


of the atmosphere so that the plant 
can use it as food. Without the aid 
of the bacteria the plants cannot do 
this and no crops other than the 
legumes can do it, even with the bac- 
teria’ present in the soil. 

On old soils, or where elovers or 
other legumes are successfully grown 
in crop rotation, the bacteria are us- 
ually present. In new soils, however, 
or when new legume crops, as al- 
falfa, are grown in old soil, the 
appropriate bacteria are apt not to be 
present and in such cases.some meth- 
od of inoculation should be adopted 
to supply the bacteria. Numerous 
experiments and prolonged exper- 
jence have shown that the best way 
to do this is to inoculate tle sced 
with the necessary bacteria. 

For such seed inoculation, artifi- 
cially grown cultures of the bacteria 
originally secured from the nodules 
on the roots of the same species of 
plant which is to be sown, are ap- 
plied to the seed shortly before it is 
sown. By this method the bacteria 
are carried into the soil with the 
seed, and in ample numbers to prac- 
tically insure infection of the roots, 
with consequent increased growth of 
the crop. 

The Bacteriological Laboratory of 
the Ontario Agricultural College has 
prepared and distributed legume 
nitro-culture to Canadian farmers 
each season since 1905. For ten years 
blanks were sent to those farmers 
who received cultures, on which they 
reported the results of the seed in- 
oculation as to whether it had been 
of benefit to the seeding. During this 
time 27,750 cultures’ were sent out, 
and reports, received showed that 80 
per cent. alfalfa and 70 per cent. red 
clover gaye increased returns follow- 
ing seed ‘inoculation. 

The cultures for inoculating seed 
are crown in the Bacteriological Lab- 
oratory on a specially prepared ‘‘cul- 
ture medium” and each one contains 
a sufficient number of bacteria to in- 
oculate a bushel of seed. 

For inoculating the Séed, the cul- 
ture is simply mixed with a little 
skim-milk, or whey} or whole milk, 
then mixed thoroughly with the seed,

HISTORY OF EPIDEMICS. 


Why People Call Disease Influenza 
or Grippe. 

Influenza is a very ancient disease, 
Dr. Francis Heckel write in I'lllus- 
tration (Paris), that it was formerly) 
classed as one of the “pests” 01} 
plagues under which name all grave 
epidemics were known by our re- 
mote ancestors, who did not yet dif- 
ferentiate between typhus, diph-| 
theria, pneumonia, and bubonic) 
plague, cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
“grippe”’ and other diseases. Each of 
these has its distinctive symptoms, 
but all of them possess characteris- 
ties in common, and even to-day phy- 
sicians often find it difficult to make 
a certain diagnosis until the malady 
is well developed. 

The history of influenza epidemics 
is well established since the fifth 
century of the Christian era. Fot 
fifteen hundred years it has re- 
turned. regularly from five to ten 
times a century, except in the eigh- 
teenth, when it showed itself in the 
years 1709-10, 1729-30, 1732-33, 
1737-38, 1742-43, 1757-58, 1761-62, 
1768, 1775-76, 1780-82, 1788-89, 
1799-1800. 

The nineteenth century was excep- 
tionally free, having had only light 
epidemics of influenza. The last of 
these, however, that of 1889, return- 
ed every winter until 1895, thus per- 
sisting for about six years. 

The name “influenza” dates from 
1742, when it was given to the epi- 
demic in Italy; at the same time the 
name ‘“‘grippe’” was given to it in 
France. The term “facies grippe” 
had been used before to describe the 
thin, drawn face, with sunken ey¢s 
and waxy skin, bearing every sign 
of depression and exhaustion. This 
face is seen whenever the sympathe- 
tic nervous system and the supra- 
renal glands are deeply touched by 
an infection. From this term the 
word “grippe"” was derived. 

Dr. Heckel says the term “Spanish 
fever’ or “Spanish influenza,’”’ given 
to the epidemic in 1918, is quite in- 
correct, for that epidemic, like all 
others, was born where it is always 
prevalent — that is to say, Russia, 
Turkestan and the surrounding 
regions. ‘ 

There is no doubt about the mi- 
crobie origin of influenza, but it is 
certain that the microbes that cause 
it have not been discovered. All 
those that have been suspected, in- 
cluding the Pfeiffer bacillus, are 
merely the agents of the secondary 
complications and are the habitual. 
guests of our nasal passages and 
throat. They are no trouble to 
healthy, strong persons, but once 
the system is enfeebled by lack of 
nourishment, cold, etc., then they be- 
gin. their ravages. :

breath contains in great quantities.

From the recorded facts extending 
over nearly three centuries, it is 
found that in 1616 the average 
height of a man in Europe was 1.75 
metres, or, say, five feet nine inches, 
while in 1790 it was only five feet 
six inches, say8 Spare Moments.

Factory Presidents 
Meet in Madoc 


The Presidents of the cheese fac- 
tories of this district met in the 
Town Hall, Madoc on Friday, April 
23 tor the purpose of considering 
the sale of cheese through theUnited 
Co-operative Company. 

Mr, Cowan of Peterboro, Mr.Pub- 
low and*others addressed the meet- 
ing. Two phases of the cheese indust 
ry were emphasized by the speakers 
the advantage of buying their sup- 
plies in large ‘quantities from the 
manufacturer and selling their pro- 
ducts through some Co-operative 
Company. ’ 

The principles enunciated by the 
speakers were that it was the duty 
of the producer to follow his prod- 
ucts as far as possible to the consum 
er and to buy hjs supplies as cheap 
as possible. By following this pro- 
cedure the manufacturer of cheese 
would get more for his products 
and the consumer would buy cheap- 
er. 
At the -present time it is not 
thought advisabley to attempt, for 
certain reasons, to transport Cana- 
dian cheese jdirect to the British 
consumer but to send to Montreal 
where it will be graded by a Gov- 
ernment inspector. 

Mr. Publow expressed himself as 
in favor of the movement as he 
beljeved not only that it was the 
right way to market our cheese but 
that other beneficial results would 
follow, such as better care in the 
production of cheese and the cstab- 
lishment of a better market fck 
Canadian cheese through the pro- 
duction of a better article. He also 
advised the patrons to develop a 


-home market for cheese. 


As many left before.the close of 


the meeting it was not thought ad- 


visable to test the feeling of those 
present by a vote. Some are opposed 
to the principal cetralization holding 
the opinion that if the present or- 
ganization of factories is once dis- 
rupted it would be impossible to re- 
organize. Others hold that the pur- 
chasing of supplies on some large 
firm would mean the collapse of all 
small firms and when that was once 
brought about-the prices of supplies 
would soar.

The cere mony of the unvejling 
of the memorial tablet in the Metho- 
dist Church on Sunday morning was 
one that willVinger long in the minds 
of those present, The congregation 
was large, including a splendid 
showing of the G. W. V. A., who 
eccupied seats in the front of the 
middle aisle.

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WOMAN TO HANG; MURDERED

Quebec, April 22—-After deliberat 

ing for eighteen minutes the jury 

rought to an end one of the most 
sensational murder trials ever heard 
in Quebec when it returned a verdict 
of “guilty” against Marie Ann Houde 
for murdering her stepdaughter,Aur 
ore Gagnon of Ste. Philomene. 

Mr. Justice Pelletier broke down 
while delivering sentence on the wo- 
man, and the prisoner wept bitterly 
for the first time during the course 


-of the trial on hearing that she was 


to be hanged on October 1. 

The pleas of the jury by the de- 
fence and the Crown were made this 
morning. - 

His Lordship told the jury that 
they could bring in a verdict of mur- 
der or manslaughter. 

During the past four years there 
were forty-six persons in Canadawho 
have been sentenced to death and 
have secured a reprieye said Mr. Jus 
tice Pelletier. He concluded by say- 
ing that he would like to have the 
power to tell them to bring in a ver- 
dict of manslaughter instead of mur 
der, but it was impossible for him to 
take any action in the matter and 
that he was sure they would render 
a verdict that was just and dignified 

The jury withdrew at 4.16 to de- 
liberate, and return at 4.34.
